Extracts from a Report by C. Lano, Esq, Chief 
Civil Assistant, Great Tmgonometrical 
Survey, on a portion of Tipperah, 
tmangulated during 1862-63, 
dated 4th August 1863,

felt the north side, in the vicinity of Koileshar, 
‘a large village with a Thana belonging to the 
Rajah, in Lat, 24° 19’ and Long. 92° 3’. ‘The 
River Munnoo flows under the Haut, or Market 

lace, pf Koileshar, and is here about thirty yards 
in vAdth, From the south or left bank of this 
stream the territory begins. It consists of an im- 
mense block of earth hilly, intersected by imu- 
merable watercourses and a few streams, covered 
“with the densest possible reed, or © :uhla” bam- 
‘boo, jungle, from thirty to eizhty feet high, with 
trees from eighty {o one hundred and twenty feut, 
high. Excepting in beds of stream, and on Jund 
contiguous to ome or two jheels, there was not a 
single plot of gtound up to twelve square feet met 
with that sas free from jungle. 

(2.) The principal Rivers cromed in the course 
of the operations within Lat, 23° 50’ to 24° 26° 
and Long.

It 
inust, however, be a powerful torrent during the 
rains, ‘The word “Deo” signifies a gimt, and 
Deb” a Hindoo divinity, so, either way, Deo or 
Deo-gang would seem to. imply a mighty stream 
in the estimation of the Kookies, ‘The ‘Twalio, or 
Kolie, which had a remarkably strong current,

3. of the final operations 
of Inst there are four _purallel 
ranges of hulls, ‘The first in order from the west 
is that on which Champamura, Bormura, and 
Suisum @rignometi Stations are situated ; it is 
about thirty miles in length ; the next, on which 
Atar Mura Station is situated, is about forty-three 
miles long; then comes the Tangturai range, 
about fifty-six miles in length, on which the 
Station of Batehia is situated; and cast of this 
again is a range about forty-one miles long, on 
which our Stations of Harargajaud Komuntah are 
situated.* The three last named 
ranges stand on a plateaux of 
two to four miles in breadth on 
either side, which again are the 
summits of hills distinctly ele- 
x vated above the rest of the conti- 
guous hills, The ranges run nearly north and

(4) Our principal Stations of Koomuntah, 
Batehia, and Atar Mura are elevated above the 
beds of the adjacent rivers about 871, 1,071, and 
1,276 feet respectively, as determined approxi- 
mately with a mountain Barometer. 
this country the marching was for distances 
through water six to eighteen inches deep, across 
Dogs, and over numerous useents and descents, 
many of which were very steep and tough, and 
after the lent fall of rain extremely slippery, and 
often not a little dangerous from deep chasms and 
abrupt precipices, Roads were mude for the large 
Theodolite by cutting aud removin the bamboo 
jungle to a width of six to eight feet. They were 
constantly ehoked by bamboos and trees falling 
across from the dense jungle on either side. Tra- 
velling fiom one Station tov another, from 8-3 to 
15 miles direct distance, generally occupied three 
or four days, The water at the different stages 
was frequently extremely Ia, sometimes of a red- 
dish huv, at others of a milky color, or greer.ish 
and grensy. 

(5) Tt has boon stated that the general mass 
of these hills is composed of earth. Occasionally 
clay slate and granite have beep met with in the 
beds of sume of the streams. On the march 
Between our principal Stations—Chumpamura and 
Lambu Sara—a deep and narraw gorge or charm, 
with perpendicular sides of granite, from  abont 
one hundred and fifty to two hundred feet high, 

was passed through. Within 
this was a watercourse abound- 
ing with blocks of petrified 
wood* of various sizes up to 
four fect in length and ten 
inches thickness.

(G.) The country of Till Tipperab, as far as 
our final operations extended last season, was, for 
the most part, a perfect wildernes, particularly in 
the neighbourhood of our Stations of Komuntah, 
Batehia, and Atar Mura. In fact, it ix only very 
thinly inhabited for a few miles in the interior, 
along the Northern and Western Frontiers, by Kno- 
kies, Tipperahs, and some Munneepoories. The 
country further east and south-east of Harargaj 
and Komuntah Stations is, ax already mentioned, 
oceupied by Koehak Kookies and other wild and 
hostile tries. These people, in former years, by 
their repented depredations, caused the “desertion 
and oventual abandonment of a populous town, 
situated in the rich and fertile valley cast of 
Harargaj Station. 

(7.)_ The Kookies are divided into five tribes, 
viz. Umroi, Chutlang, Halam, Buipai, and Ko- 
chak. The Baipais in former days were’ depend- 
ants and slaves of the Kochuks, who are the most 
formidable of these races, For many years past 
they have beon separated, and such is the hatred 
of the Kochaks for thay is, that the latter will 
never mention or ‘moset their former masters. 
but will fly on the les’bsigns of their approach, and 
jf ever taken by uny chance they are sure to be 
‘butchered as ingrates, The Umrois and Chutlangs 
intermarry and are on friendly terms with the Bal- 
pais, ‘The HTalams are the only tribe who dresa, and 
that somewhat ufter the styleof Bengaleos. ‘The 
Kookies of both sexes marry when they attain pu- 
berty, or about that tims. On the marriage of an 
orphan Kookie girl the Rajah of the tribe receives

Rupees 40 from the bridegroom, or Rupees 30 if 
the bridegroom is very poor. If a gitl’s parents 
be living they receive’ Rupees 77 or 57, according 
| to the ability of the bridegroom, while the Rajah 
reveives onl by Rupees 13 as his right. If the 
bridegroom be unable to pay the money at once 
‘he must do so by instalments, Should he, howe 
ever, die before this is done, hia descendants must, 
in course, liquidate the balance due to the Rajah. 

(8) ‘The Kookies bury their dead. When a 
fda dior kis binisbold pluce the corpse on a 
platform of wood, not bamboo, elevated about four 
and a half feet above the ground; a moderate fire 
is kept up underneath in order to dry up all the 
humours. Afver the corpse has heen kept in this 
wise for three months it is interred, in the usual 
horizontal position, in a grave seven or eight feet 
deep. 

(9) The Kookies worship a deity they cali 
Lachee, and no other, The worship consists in 
fising in the ground porpendicular strips of 
bamboo, alout two fect long, iu a rude circle, and 
one in the centre, with a crude and very coarse 
basket suspended from its héad, *Within this 
Dasket are placed a litle cotton, thread, paddy, 
chilhes, and other produce of the soil as offerings 
of  propitiation and petitions for plenty. At times 
alow circular cheraur-de-/rise ix vonstructed with 
the view to keep oft wild animals, and within this 
the offerings are left, The neck and head of a 
cock is often offered, whilst the body of the bird 
ie eaten by the peuple as a treat ; but, of all offer 
ings, a young monkey, killed with one dash against 
the ground and left on the spot, is considered the 
most acevptable that can be made, There appear 
to be no priests among the Kookies 

(10.) ‘There are four petty Kochie Rajahs in 
the District of our Inst season's operations, eiz., 
Lalbulim, Murchailal, Rangbung, and Thoma, 
also called Mor-Thoma, Amon them the best in 
pedigree is Ranghung; the two wealthiest, Mur- 
chailal and Lallhulian, and the latter hus the most 
subjects, altogether between two hundred und two 
hundred and fifty. ‘These Rajabs are subject to 
the Maha Rajah of Tipperah, but they pay no 
tribute beyond nuzzurana, such as tuske oe ele- 
phanta, gungs, or gongs, of Burman inanufacture, 

mick goats and khasis, gobvis, large animals sup- 
ed to be the bison domesticated, and cotton 
fabniex, white and black, of Kookie manufacture, 
Some of these articles are occasionally presented Ly 
cach Rajah, according to his ability, to the Mabs 
Rajah. When this is neglected to be done for 
four or five years, and such instances are said to 
be not uncommon, the Maha Rajah issues orders 
to his Jemadar and Dubashia (Interpreter) to pro- 
ceed to the Kookie Rajah’s place and see to the 
matter, and the customury nuzzurana is forthwith 
tendered. About some sixteen or twenty years 
ago there was a Kookie Rajah, named wukla, 
anotorions frecbooter, dreaded by the Kochak 
Kookies, and the scourge of the country. His 
followers numbered 1,500, and ix one of their last 
raide in Cachar killed ten or twelve persons, and 
carried off three Munneepoorie women captive. 
‘They lived in # long straggling village called 
Komuntuh, after which.the adjoining ‘Trigono- 
metrical Station is called, the name literally signi- 
‘of good dwelling houses. 

Cathar this 
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Rajehs, is the only surviving son of this notorious 
freebooter, of whose exploits much mention is male 
by the Kookies of the present day. Murchailal is 
eaid to be married to a daughtor of a Kochak 
Chief, He was recently summoned tu Sylbet, “per 
Roobookuree addressed to the Maha Rajah, to an-

their personal safety, but we had moved 
‘After wandering in ‘the jungles for some three 
days they found themselves, fortunately, in a 
village on the British side of the frontier, and 
having given their izhar, or statement, to some _of 
the Police, it led to the abovementioned. requisi- 
tion by the Magistrate of Sylhet for Rajah Mur- 
chailal. 














(12.) *Kookie messages, or orders, are commu 
nicated in this wise :— A “ Purvi? is made out of 
peeled strips of bamboo, about cight and a quar- 
tor or eight aud a half inches Jong, of the shape 
in annexed figure. The gwo prongs of the 
Kk, 44, ure formed by split- 
ting the upper portion of the 
central rod, to which a ezose 
ricee, dd, is tied at right une 
es. If ‘the prongs, 46, be 
aligned by holding the “Puroi,”” 
so that the two shall appear ws 
one, the missive will be seen to 
resemble a cross. "The tips of 
the prongs and cross piece 
being turned in breaks indi- 
cate black mail to be levied — 
a Rupee for every such break, If an additional 
‘eve, 2, having its ends charred, be attached, this 
implies that the people to whom the “ Puro? is 
sant are to come on, even a night with torches, 
Tf a chilli is fixed at the intersection of the cross, 
it signifies, literally, that disobedience to the 
gummons will meet with punishment. as severe us 
dhe chilli is hot. 1f both the Immnt bit of 
‘bamboo and piece of chilli are attached, the -indi- 
cation is that the requisition is extremely urgent 
‘and imperative, and must be forthwith "complied 
with ; whilst, if a piece of pla.n bambvo, or stick, 
je added to the cross, it means that disobedience of 
the order will entail corporal punishment. 

















(13.)__ When a Kookie Rajuh desires to have a 
piece of Iand oultivated his subjects are_bonnd to 
provide Taborors, one from each hut or family. If 
the Rajah wants a new hut constructed, lnborers 
re simillory furnished to execute the work Ifa 
Kookie commits murder he immediately becomes 
the personal property of the Rajah, ancl is then, hy 
the peoplegflled the Rajah’s Sepoy. When ho dies, 
thould fie leave no issue, the whole of his effecta 
hecome the Rajah’s. If the man should have a son 
he will be allowedspossession of half the property, 
Bat a daughter or wife is not considered entitled, 
of right, to any portion beyond whatever the Rajah

After the 
first good shower of rain men, 
women, and children proceed 
with tools and seed to these 
plots, which are frequently at 
Jong distances from their 
hamlets. Their chief tools are dows, with whieh

(16.) ‘The toa tree is said to be indigenous to 
this country, A tea planter has declared that he 
colfected abuut two maunds of the seed from the 
jungles of ‘Tipperah in the vicinity of the Cachar 
District. It 18 also said to exist along the borders 
of the hills near Agartulla, Such may, partially, 
be the ease, and I have no doubt that the tea tree 
je growing in wild luxuriance along both the 
southern and south-western confines of Cachar, 
simply because it is found in many of the juugly 

‘of that District, aud the feutures of the 
country, soil, and climates near the frontier, on but

sides, are similar, Tt may also exist, not only in 
the immediate neighbourhood of Agartalla, but 
throughout the hill border, from. this place 
to the Phneebee, and to Molhong, on the south- 
eastern limits uf Cachar ; but in the course of 
all our travels during last field season neither 
myself nor the Assistants ever saw tea trees in any 
part of the country, although Thad search made 
for it expressly along the marches and in the 
vieinity of our hill stations. ‘The block of hills 
about our Station of Laoraga, on the Sylhet Pron- 
tier, would answer perfectly for the cullure of ter. 








(17.) No limestone has yet been met with, nor 
is any believed to exist hee. The whole of this 
country isadmirably adapted for the growth of 
cotton, ‘The thousands of aeres at present lying 
waste might, with English eapital and energy, be 
converted into an immense cotton field. M. 
Huxham, formerly a yrrower of cotton at ne 
core, recommends the “ New Orleans” variety to 
bw cultivated, as being the quality best suited for 
the European market. He also observes that the 
Dest quality next, to Seu Island” cotton could 
be raised in India by due attention to the prepara 
tion of soil, In this wilderness the soil is in itself’ 
so well adapted for the growth that ploughmg or 
manuring ix hardly necessary. The ashes of { 
jungle baruboo answer us a good substitute for 
manure, whilst simple dow pit, as previously 
described, at proper distances apart, we all that 
are required. On the occasion of my last inter 
views with the ruling: ha Rajah at Agartalla 
Langgested the advinubility of leasing, or setting 
in fee-simple, to Europeans und Clinstians, some 
of the waste lands of his vast douuin, under, con- 
currence of Her Majesty’s Governtent, as a 
means of replenishing hie treasury, as well as, 
from thus creating apprehensions of resist 
from the new chug of land owners, of preventing 
the Kochak Kookies from continuing them present 
periodical visitations of — rapine and wholesale 
murder. ‘The Maha Rajah, Birchandro Bahadoor, 
being in the presence of hix courtiers, made no 
reply. He ia not yet confirmed in the Raj by the 
British Government, and he appears indisposed to 
undertake any greut measures for improvement, or 
reform in the internal administration of his State 
until he is actually installed in due form, At the 
same time it may be as well to remark that provls 
are not wanting, in matters of lesser monint, of 
his eagerness and svlicitude to promote the welfare 
and security of his subjects in general. 



































(18) The Kookios wear little clothing ab nt 
their persons. Some of the men weat a piece of 
cloth, about eighteen inches deep, girth round 
their waists, A few have jucketralso, which arc 
generally dyed blue. Others use only a sheet end 
nothing else. The women wear simply a cloth 
fastoned round the waist like the men, Perhaps 
in the cold weather they may wear the shect also.

Bengal. From their general appearance it is diffi. 
ult for a stranger to distinguish one sex from the 
other. The Kochak Kookies wear their hair with 
the knot tied in front across the forehead, 


(19.) The woapons used by the Kookies are 
dows, bows and arrows, guns, old flint muskets, 
and some percussion muskets are also suid to have 











been carried to them by native traders. ‘The 
Kochaks use dows, tukawars, spears, and muskets, 
The takawar i a straight blade like that of a 
sword, with a handle at one end of it, without 
any joining. 





(20) Most of the Kuokies I have yet seen are, 
more or less, infected. with leprosy, élephantiasis, 
secondary symptoms, cancers, or some inveterate 
skin disease. The clephantiasis ix often found 
accompanied with grapes at the angle between the 
foot and leg. Some have issues which, in general, 
are expressly made as vents for bad and super- 
fluous humours to ward off’ diseases. Others 
have incipient elephuntiasis eluarly discernible, In 
all my travels through various parts of India I 
have never yet een 6 much disease, nor even 
atenth of it, among any class or community of, 
natives as among these poor Kookies. The want 
of cleunliness, the bad water, us well as the feeding 
on dog’s and elephant’s flesh, snakes, the goh, and 
und porsoned fish and water, must be the principal 
cauxex of much of their diseased condition. There 
is a certain tree in the jungles, branghes of which 
re cut down and thrown into the firkt pool of 
water, nataral or artificial, having fish ; these in 
a little time die, and both the fish and the stagnant, 
water, which is of course rendered imore or less 
delete are used by the Kookies and 'Nipperahs. 
The proportion of the diseased to the apparently 
lwalthy among the Kookies is fully eight to two. Tn 
their hamlets, which are few, and frequently far 

rf, and are shilted from one locality to ano ther 

two to five and six years, there are from 
twenty to one hundred souls, and of these eight to 
thirty, but seldom as much as thirty-five, are adult 
males. ‘The huts of both Kookies and 'Tipperahs 
are constructed on platforms elevated about four 
fo seven feet above the ground. Some of thee

‘The contrivance of having the huts well rained 
above the ground is most excellent ; but, like the 
Cossvubs, all these people keep their pigs, and also 
fowls, underncath their habitations, which of course 
creates noxious guses, and must be the cause, more 
or lexs, of sickness, ‘Phere are no cows in the hilb 
Districts of Tipperah owing to want of pasture 
for cattle. 





(21) The Munneepoories are settled in hamlets 
along the skirts of these hills. ‘They area clean race, 
and, judging from those met with, appear to enjoy 
immunity from bad diseases. ‘They aro particular 
with their diet, abstain from all flesh, and live on 
vegetables and fish, and take their mealy at regu- 
Tated periods of the day. 














(22.) The Tipperahs are a strongé> built race 
than the Kookies, but less industrious and ener- 
getic. The majority live on almost the same dict, 
and labor under similar diseases, but in less pro- 
portion where their hamlets are situated far away 
from the Kookies. There are fourteen castes 
among the Tipperahs, two of which were formerly 
Kookies. Further particulars regarding these 
people will, it is hoped, be furnished net year at

down struams A Steamer of the Koel’s power, 
but shorter and drawing less water, so as to be 
able to pass through the inner channels, might 
manage to get a few miles higher than we did, 
bat not much further than that I fandy, a2 
we heard from the people of the Mires Village, 
alongside of which wo spent the night, that 
the wuter above the reach we wore in is infinitely 
stronger than that we were stopped by, a 
short breuk intervening, where it is eompara- 
tively still, and this seems to be the character 
of the. river, alternate ‘slack and rapid 
reaches. For all practical purposes, therefore, 
Tlook upon the Dehoug as a river unfitted for 
steam navigation except for a few miles above 
ite mouth, but that very distance leads tv a most

supply. Tnetend, however, of finding the Depit 
ac T expected to doat the month of the Dehing, I 
Inarnt it was situated seven oy eight miles ap atream, 
and in proceeding thete we found the river eo much 


more open than either the Kullung, Dhunsiri, or 
Dikoo, that it was determined to push on and 
explore it, and we had the satisfaction of steaming 
to Jeypore with perfect ease in sixteen hous, 

‘The river up to the Aecum Compuny’s Tea 
Factory at Tingry ie a magnificent stream, etraizht, 
wide, ond deep, and free from enage, but above 
‘that point it shoals somewhat in places, but not 
toan eatent to impede navigation. Dhroughout 
the journey we feand the current remakably 
slack, and 2 am of opinion that Steamers ot light 
raj mayan with perfect safity on the Debing 


for four or five months in the year, not only to 
Teypore, but to the Terap itself. Tn saying so 
T quote the opimon of a gentleman very well 
informed on the point, Mx, Henry Jenkins, who 
accompanied us to Jeypore from his Tea bactory 
at Khowang, and who considers there ure no 
olstacles more formidable above Jeypore for 
Stvamere of the description referred to than we 
met. with between that place and ‘Pingry ; in fact, 
we hud fully. intended to extend our trip even in 
the Kort ax far ax Makoom at least, and were only 
deterred fiom doing so by the river suddenly 
falling, It was in high flood when we entered {t, 
and we observe! a cu.ious ciremstance connected 
with its fall, which at Jevpore during the thirty. 
4x hours preceding our departare was not less than 
five feet, while at the Depdt, where the Flat was

1 uave examined the stone which you sent. to 
mo yesterday, and J believe it to be a real ABrolite, 
It possesses all the characteristics of one. I 
subjected a portion of it toa rough ganalysis, A 
quantity was palverized and digested in Nitria 
Acid. ‘The filterato contained iron mangances 
and cobalt, the insoluble part was then boiled in 
Hydrochloric Acid, in the filterate I found nickel : 
there may be other metals in mall quantity, 
but tho bulk of the residue I suspect to be silica. 

Another portion of the stone was pulverized, 
and on applying the magnet I separated the 
magnetic from the non-magnetic particles. 

In the non-magnetic I found tho sron, this 
makes me think that the iron is in the form of a 
sulphide and a proto-sulphide, for on the first 
application of the Nitrie Acid to the powder large 
quantities of Hydrosulpheric Acid were given off. 

Pho magnetie part of the powder contained 
nickel, but not much iron. I suspect this to be 
merely in a state of aggregation with the magnetic 
nickel 

The stone does not contain silver, lead, or 
moreury at. least 1 ean find none. 

1 have had a translation made of the Baboo’s 
letter, and this I enclose. It has every appearance 
of a faithful record. 

It ought be well to put a few questions on the 
subject, for it is neldom that an opportunity oceura 
where trustworthy evidence regarding Alrolites can 
be had, If the Baboo could send the person 
who was an eye-evidence of the —phwnomenon 
smitable questions might be put to him and useful 
information might be elicited. The following 
might be proposed to the Baboo himself :— 

‘Was the stone warm when it was dug up ? 

How fur, by actual measurement, had the stone 
penetrated ? 

‘Was the sound accompanied by a great light? 

‘Was it « clear day ? 

He might be asked to look for more fragmenta 
in the same hole. 

How long after the fall was it that the stone 
was dug up ? 

‘The Government have recontly been asking for 
information regarding meteoric stones, It might 
be useful if you eoud the stone with the account of 
the Baboo, to the Secretary to Government. 








Additional Statement of Dayal Bungehee continued, 
Tr did not leave a train in ite course like that 
of a rocket. Thore was no light in its track, 
vaw it immediately after hearing the sound. ‘He 
was at first afraid of going to the place where i 
had;fallen, but he gained consage alter consultin;

“Daring the course of Jast cold weather I 
“received a gmall quantity of eggs from Mr.

“eggs hatched, but from want of air and food 
“most of these worms had died, ‘The remaining

the 17th January 1563 T received five ounces 
of the Cashinere Silk-worm from Mr, Cope, 
Thad brought down from Captain 
Hutton, of Musgoorie, a small quantity of egus also 
of the Cashmere Silk-worn, but reared al Mussoorie, 

About the 20th January they began to hateh. 
Thad great difficulty in procnring Mulberry 
leaves fur them, as the trees had not yet beyran to 
bud, andthe leaves of the Moras: Multieantis, 
(small entire-leaved China Mutherry) the ouly one 
in leaf at that time had been injured by frosts 
But fortau: ge near 
Lucknow, a tree more fore Test was 
discovered. Tt kind whieh the natives 
call Beduena. is T procured food for the 
ist worms until the regular ernp of Teaver came 
out. L took the precaution to eover the) worms 
nyght, us the difference of temperature hetw 
the day aud night was still very great. 1 don’t, 
know how far this was necessary, but I thonght. 
that in making a first experiment. it wae advinable 
to take every possible care of thea. A large 
number of the ers continued to hateh every day. 
For the first month T hid them fed four times a 
day, and atternards, when the days became 
hotter, TL had thenr fed seven in the twenty - 
four honrs, twice of which were after sun-set. 
he dry leaves and excrements were cleaned away 
once every day. Idon't think it is quite 
sary to clean their trays eo often, but as I had 
on the establishment a sufficient number of mous 
to do it, 1 was desirous of giving the worm 
every advantage. 

They thrived very well, and were all extremely 
healthy. ‘The deaths were rare, and the pall 
uumber that died did so during their first sta 
when the weather become hotter. 1 attributed 
the death of these to the leaves drying up rapidly 
from*the beat of the day. 

‘Phe place in which they were reared was th 
Baradaree in the Badshabagh, ‘The arch 
were closed by jAempx und ehicke to prevent the 
wind from blowing through the building, and to 
kevp out birds, buts, and insects, especially wasps, 
which are very inimical to the worms. The jhampe 
and edicks kept (hese animale out very elfectually, 

The worms were kept on trays, consixting of 
common narkood mats, with a eplit bumboo frame. 
The trays were supported in Jayers on standy 
made of thin bamboos, tied together with common 
string. The stands and trays could have been 
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made more elaborate, but my object in making 
them of simple construction, and of chesp and 
easily procured material was to shew the natives 
employed on the Establishment that the whole 
arrangements for rearing the Cashmere Silk-worm 
might be easily made up by themselves from 
materials procurable in all the villazes. 

‘The worms went through their usual changes of 
skin regularly, and began to spin about the 7th 
March. At this time their condition was very 
good, so much 4o that Liewtonant Marsh, of the 
18th Bengal Cavalry, who takes an interest in 
Silk-worme, and who was at the time also making 
some experiments with them, was s0 struck with 
the size and healtlfy appearance of the worms 
in the Badkhaba@h that he asked me to take 
some of his own under my care until they bad 
spun, which i did. He undertook to send a man 
to look after them. I attributed the healthiness 
of mine entirely to pienty of air and plenty of 
food. 

‘The arrangements T made for the worms to 
spin upon were of the simplest kind, When the 
Worne approached ther spinning time, dried 
twigs of meAnidee (Lawsona Inerms) were stuck 
all round the trays between the meshes of the 
mat, and bits of paper stuck in here aud there 
among the twigs to afford nooks for the worms 
toercep into. And as soon as the worma which 
were in the middle part of tho tray left off 
foeding, they ctept upon the wigs and spun their 
Cocouns. In Bengul coils of Bamboo are prepared 
for the worms. But the adyantage* of my 
amethod is that it enn be used by any villager in 
Oude. The ardar plants, which villagers sow 
in their fields, will supply the twigs, and any 
Jargish dry leaves of any sort will supply the 
place of the paper. 

‘The best Cocoons were put aside for a supply 
of eggs for future opeiations, and the rest were 
sun-dried for reeling, 

In about twenty dave after the worms had 
Degun to rpin, the moths were emerging from 
their Cocoons. The mothe were kept in shallow 
hoxes covered with netting to prevent their 
wandering away, buta chieé, usa cover, would 
Inve done just ws well. 

One of the moths was kept separately, and the 
eggy it gave were counted. They were 675 in 
number, Tho total amount of ees produced by 
the moths of the Cocoons hept for the purpose 
was 114 02. 

I apprehend I shall have some difficulty in 
preserving these eggs in a good condition for next 
season an account of the excessive heat during 
the summer montha. Ihave divided them into 
three portions, and have kept each in a different 
place and in a different way. shall be able to 
say next season which, if any, of these different 
snethods T adopted ia the best’ for preserving the 
eggs through the summer. 

With regard to the quality of the Cocsons, the 
Dest were those which were epan before April, 
aa their worms having hatched early had the 
advantage of the cold weather to grow in, Con- 
sequently they grew slowly, their leaves kept 
fresh for a longer time, and they were vigorous at

the time of spinning. Those that spun later, for 
opposite reasons, produced smaller Cocoons, and 
the aggregato amount of Silk produced by those 
Cocoons was comparatively less, It appears that 
want of vigor in the worm does not so much 
affect the quality as the guantily of sill pro- 
dueed. 

In order to try how the Cashmere Worms 
would fare in the hands of the villagers, I con- 
structed a emall ‘hut of grass with a common 
thatch against a wall with northern aspect, 
having only a chick to close the door. I placed, 
as soon as they hatched, several thousands of 
worms in it on trays, as before, and fed them in 
the hut till they were ready to spin. None of 
them died. They produced smaller Cocoons than 
those reared jn the building, (which I attribute to 
the hut bemg hotte#) but their Silk apy to 
he just as good, To test further the possibility of 
villagers rearing Silk-worme at their own homes, 
I gave a small quantity of eggs to a man named 
Sooklal, son of Fukeer, of Gungrowlee, in the 
District of Gonda, to whom I had the previous 
year given about 200 cuttings of the Mulberry 
plant. I told him to put the eggs tn a smail 
Vottle, and wrap it in a piece of rag to be kept 
wet until he got to his village. This arrange. 
iment. was intended to keep the temperature of 
the bottle low, in order to prevent the eggs from 
hatching on the road. It appears to have answered 
admirably. 

Ths Mulberries, on arrival, had not begun to 
bud yet, as it was early jn the season, With 
difficulty and perseverance he hunted about for 
Molherry trees, and found sume about two dose 
from hw village. From these he fed his worms 
until his own Mulberries bore leaves. He stuck 
long peys into the wall of his hut, and placed on 
them trays made of Siréee, on which he fed his 
worms, At the time I gave him the eggs I never 
thought he would he successful in rewing them, 
but to my astonishment he one day brought me a 
Jot of Cocouns, the majority of which were in 
every respect as good as mine. Another lot which 
ho brought me later on uccount af the heat were 
not so good, 

‘There ean be no doubt as to his having actually 
reared them, as he possesses certificates to that 
effect from several Lumberdare who saw them, and 
Captain Ross one day saw rome of the worms in 
his Cutcherry at Gonda, which the villager had 
taken to shew him, This man was with me for 
about a month during the time'l was carrying on 
a small experiment with the China Silk-worms, 
Tle took great interest in the business, and I was 
therefore induced to let bim try his hand at the 
Cashmere Worm unassisted. For his successfully 
rearing these Silk-worms under difficulties, the 
Chief’ Commissioner has been pleased to grant 
him a reward of Rupees 20. I consider this 
villager’s success the most interesting portion of 
my experiments, and it. is certain todo a great 
dcal in spreading the culture of Silk-werms among 
natives. 

Tastly, I made a totally different experiment 
with the Cashmere Worms. placed about 1,000 
of them about g week old on Mulberry plants in 
the open air, but after a few days not one of them 
was left, The worms having been for mauy 
generations fed upon trays ee to have boat, 
to 4 great extent, the use of their mbecles, ‘ae the 
shaking of the trees by the wind knocked’them 
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off quite easily, Thoy had not the power to hold 
on, and very few of them attempted to creep 
under the leaves to avoid the heat of the sun. 
‘A boy scared away birds and insects from the 
trees. However, if afew trees are planted in a 
sheltered pluce and protected from the sun, 
a number of worms may be successfully reared in 
fhe open air, from which a hardy race of worms 
may be bred. If at the sume time selection and 
hybridization are brought into play some wonderful 
sesults may be obtained. 

‘With regard to the kind of leaf I used for feed- 
ing the Silk-worms, I am of opinion that tho 
China Mulberry with large and crumpled leaf is 
the best fur the first stage of the worms. They 
eat it greedily, while at that stago they don't 
ay to care much about the other kinds, 
although of course they eat them when they have 
no other choice, After the first stage the native 
Malberry leaf which is called Yasie is the best. 
Tt is more consistent than tho others, and there. 
fore dries less quickly, which is always a great 
advantage ; at the same time the worms in their 
colder stages like it very much. I cannot say I 
think very lughly of the leaves of the Morne 
Budticaufve (or small-entire-leaved China Mul- 
berry) for the Cashmere Worm. But. if may be 
very useful if the eggs are torced to hatch early 
Ly artificially inereaging the surrounding tempéra- 
ture, as it is the only one I know of which pro- 
duces tender leaves during the winter, but then 
it must be protected from the frast. 

I must here expas my sincere thanks to 
‘Nawab Mosim-od-Dowlah Bahadoor for the kind 
and ready assistance he has given me in allowing 
me to use the leaves of about 100 native Mul- 
Derry trees which he possesses in Mokkagunge, 
and without which 1 eould not have fed all iy 
worms, The number of shen employed were 
24, a8 follows :—

All these men were not necessary to look after 
the number of worms I was rearing, but T con- 
gidered that the greater number that could beeome 
‘sequainted with Silk-worm culture the better, and 
as all the men asked for from the different Dis- 
-teicts of Oadh were not sent, I employed some 
that were willing to learn the business from 
Lucknow and Gonda Districts. 

Mr. Turnbull very kindly sent me a reeler on 
Rupees 15 per month, and a yenr’s engagement, 
and aleo paying bis expenses from and to Cal- 
vutta, He way not procurable under cheapor 
terms. : ‘ 

He arrived in Lucknow on the 2nd May 1863, 
Jong alter the worms had spun, so thet I did 
‘not keep ail the men to set the reeling, but select- 
‘ed cix.of the most intelligent, and who appeurad 
» to take an igterest in the business. 

‘Therg shoald properly speaking have been two 
seclers, one to throw,the threads of the Cocoons, 
‘abd, the other to reel. But I found a great 
‘advantage in having only one, because, as he was 
Bat tg grog inconvenience by uok having, proper 

she-took great pains in teaching my 
$w0 pf whore, more intelligent’ than the

reeler, alter that, time, allowed thea 











to reel, and he only looked on, his face indicating 
a slight trace of disgust at my men having learnt 
the work go quickly, Ihave no doubt that by a 
little practice they will be able to reel as well as 
their teacher. Of the Cocoons that were spun 
early in the season, 11 contained on an 
average about 1,037 Cocvons, and about 5,200 
Cocoons produced 1 Ib of Silk. 

Of those that were spun later, 1 Tb con- 
tained more than the above, and it took a larger 
number of Cocovns to the Ib of Silk, 

Upon an average 5 Ibs. of Cocoons produced 1 tb 
of Silk, 

The total weight of Cocoons produced during 
the season, exclusive of those kept for eggs. was 
154 Jbs., and the amount of Silk reeled from them 
2 Ibs. 124 0z., also 1 th 7 oz, of refuse Silk, 
which the reeler calls CAvsdgew, and which is sale- 
able and used for coarse fabrics, 

lL eannot say how much Silk can be expected to 
result from a yiven amount of es under favor= 
“able circumstances, Unfortuoately, I omitted to 
weigh the eggs eent to me by Mr. Cope. 
Although I do®ot in the least doubt the words of 
Mr. Cope as to their having been 6 oz., still, as 

J could not he scientifically correet, I would rather 
leaye the decision of this point to future experi- 
ments, Besides, a small quantity of eges which 
Captain Hutton kindly gave me got mixed up 
with those procured from Mv. Cope. 

‘The temperature in the Baradaree ranged from 
72° to S2% up to April, after that it was hotter. 

One might now ask.—What advantages have 
Veen gained by this experiment with Silk-worms?— 

the following : — 

‘The knowledge that the Cashmere Silk-worm 
ean live and produce good Silk in Lucknow, that 
the native Mulberry, common to the Province, is 
quite sufficient as a feeding material, thongh 
other kinds may be very useful. ‘Twenty-foar 
natives from different parts of Oudh, who never 
saw a Silk-worm before, (and who had some idea 
that Silk was produced by a plant like other 
fibres), have become acquatuted. with Silk-worm 
rearing, aud six of them with the mode of reeling. 
‘Two of the latter have become reelers, by means 
of whom many others may be taught. 

‘Those men will diweminate the germs of a new 
trade in Oudh, They have loarnt that thoy have 
the power in their lands of creating this new 
trade, and with ita new means of living quite

ness aie precisely what may always be expected in 
Cocoona reared in the Plains, whether at Lucknow, 
or in the Punjab; and the number of these that 
were required to produce a acer of Silk shews how 
greatly {ley have degenerated Lelow the European 
standard, 

Yon tell me that 10,400 Cocoons produced one 
weer of Silk, ergo 5,200 went to the tb.; while 
in France, previous to the late epidemic, 2,500 
Cocoons produced that quantity. Hence yours 
are more than 50 per cont. below the late Euro. 
pean standard, According to Mr. Turnbull’s Report 
of last year, I thipk he said Mr, Cope’s Cocoons 
were 56 per cent. Lelow the Cashmere standard, 
and as these are certainly very inferior to the Furo- 
pean, Iam inclined to regard all Cocoons reared 
in this country from Cashmere #tock as at least 75 
per cent, beluw what they ought to be, and would | 
Le were it posuble to eradieate the mumcrous 
diseases by which the worms are overwhelmed. It 
isa folly to contend that some are not diseased, 
for all ‘are s0, a8 is shewn in the wide departure } 
from the natural voli, proving that the con-titi. 
tion of the worm lus been completely undermined | 
Ly a Jong course of “ breeding in and in.” Various 
diseases have arisen in consequence, and the 
only remedy that can be effectnal in’ restoring 
health will consist in causing the worm to revert 
to wstate of nature, Upon this Iam now engaged, 
and with a very fair chance of ultimate success. 

Tn your climate, or in any part of the Plains, 
no good can be expected in the way of adding 
strength. ‘The worm will always degenerate from 
the heut it must endure, and hence, 1f you continue 
to cultivate Lucknow bred stuck, your worms will 
go from bad to worse. Your only: plan will be to 
procure every yeur a fresh batch of eggs from a 
cooler climate, fiom Cashmere if possible, until we 
can establish enpplica in the Hills. 

‘Phere is no reason however to be discouraged in 
your attempt if you find the prevent Return remu- 
nerating. You can never hope to compete with 
colder climates in the amount of Silk produced, 
but unless the secreting glands become affected, 
which at present does not appear to be the care, 
the quality of all our produce from this stock will 
remain the samo or nearly so, It is in quantity 
only that you will he deficient. When I vay quae 
4itg, 1 do not ullude to the thickness of the fibro, 
because that is regulated by the size of the orifices 
in the lip through which the gum is compelled to 
pass from the reservoir. Ag long as these reser- 
voire contain gum, the fibre will be of the ‘kame 
thickness, but it does not follow that elasticity 
and other qualities are regulated by the orifices. 
Gndeed, we know that they are not, but are depen 
dent upon tomperature and the quality of tHe leaf, 
he thickness of fibre will increase or diminish 
with the size of the worm, and the quality will 
be regulated by feeding and temperature, Inthe 
fineness of the fibre 1 recegnize dvcrease in the 
sizeof the worm arising from degeneracy. Some 
regard tho fineness os an advantage, but then they 
look to the market, while I look to the health of 
the insect. You will, f think, find that the qua- 











lity of your Silk this year will be the same ae that 


of the Punjab, and of mine at Mussoorie, but ia 
a“ year or two our climate will tell, and we shall 
eave you far bebind in the amount of produce 
from equal numbers of Cocoons. As to the diffi. 
culty of introducing the worm either into Oudb, 
Nohileund, the Panjub, or any other part of India, 
there is absolutely none, and never has been, pro- 
vided funds wero available, The worms may Be 
reared’ with very tolerable success wherever the 
Mulberry thrives, provided care as to temperature 
be bestowed. Upon this puint there has been » 
very great and unnecessary outery and sel!-landa~ 
tion in some quarters, for the only things neces- 
rary to insure the introduction of the worm with 
a reasonuble chance of eventual profit are funds, 
and attention in rearing. Depend upon it that 
with perseverance apd proper attention to the spe- 
culation you will suecoed to your satisfaction. 
You have asked for my opinion, und I have given 
it candidly, though I speak rather as a naturalist, 
than as a mere speculator.”

The Moret Multicavlis, it is true, had good and 
tender leaves, but oue frosty mght disposed of 
them all at once.

XV, B.—Avout the 23rd June 1503 I again re- 
ceived somo eggs of the China Worm from Mr.

On tho 21st July, I sent a small supply of egies 
of the China Silk-worm to each Deputy Commis« 
sioner in Oudh, with no other object, at present, 
than that the natives of tho district may acquire 
some idea of the nature of the Suk-worm, and thus 
understand the reason for which we are 0 anvious 
that they should plant Mulberry cuttings. 


Aemorandum of a mall experiment wilh the Dasie 
k-wovm, 


On the 19th December I received some eas 
of the Dusis Worm from Mr, Turnbull. They 
hatched on the 28rd December, and all died within 
the period of their first stage. I have not been 
able to discover the cause of their death, probably 
oold and bad food. Some of them lived till tho 
period of their first change of skin, but were not 
able £5 throw it off completely, and so they died.

“Of the above varieties, the Cieens, received 
“from Mr. Tarnbull, of Gaa/ax?, were the first 
reared, ‘The worms, a small quantity, were 
“hatehed almot simultaneously on the ‘10th of 
“November, and continued healthy until they 
* formed Copoona, although ut that time fresh 
tender Mulberry was very sparc. The Cocoons 
“formed were of average quality, rather inferior 
* in quality to the original stock, bat superior in 
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size. Their au-cess proves that Silk culture can 
“be carried on in Oudh during the cold weather. 
“OF the eecond variety, Dasie, I received a small 
“quantity of eggs from Mr. Turnbull. ‘These 
“ eggs almost all hatched on the 29th December, 
the worms were upon the whole healthy, and the

“On the 20th of January I received twenty

‘This period vill vary aceordmg to temperature, 
A higher temperature than usual will cause them 
to go through their changes more rapilly, and 
will also be the cause of diminishing the quantity 
of Silk each worn produces. 

As soon as they hatch tender leaves are to bo 
placed upon them on which they rapidly creep. 
‘They change their skin four times, and while they 
are moulting they don’t feed, and therefwe it 
unnecessary to give them leaves ‘They don’t re- 
sled at all, Wet leaves should on 
nt be given to them. ‘Tley should be fed 
several times in the day, und T think feeding them 
once or twive in the night also is a great advan- 






























tage. They can bo kept on trays made of any 
kind of matting, and as they increase in size they 
are to be distiibuted over other trays. ‘They 


should not be too crowded. When they are re- 
moved fiom one tray to another, the leaf on which 
the worms are attached is to be hfted with the 
worms on it. The dry leaves and exerements 
ought to be removed oveasionally, This eun be 
casily effected by placing fresh leaves on the worns, 
and, when they erp on them, remove them 
toaclean tray. Tt must not be forgotten that Silk- 
Worms have many enemies, such as ants, wasps, 
Lirds, &e., from ull which they must be sccured. 
When they are ready to spin, their skin is tight 
and their usual color changes into a pinkish one. 
At this stage they are sufficiently large to allow of 
their bom handied. ‘They are then to be placed 
rherever they arv intended to spin, The spinning 
Jasts three of fone days according to temperature, 
during which time they must not be interfered 
with. When the Coeoons are tully formed, they 
can be removed from the spinning places. ‘Those 
which are intended for Silk are to be exposed to 
the aun or otherwise sufficiently heated in order 
to kill the chrysalis, which is the form the worm 
acquires after spinning, and wheh otherwise would 
come out in the shape of a moth and spoil the 
Cocoon for reeling purposes, ‘Those wh'ch are 
intended for eggs must be kept in a cool place. 
As a rule, the Cucoon contain the fomale chry- 
salis is larger than the one which contains the 
mule, Some days after the Cocoons wre fully 
formed the moths emerge,* they pair, the female 
lays her eggs, and in a few days both male und 
female die. The eggs are then gathered und 
put in a dry and cool place for the ensuing year. 

For spinning purposes, if the experiment is on 
asmall scale to shew natives the nature of the 
insect, &e., any thin twigs will do, such as the 
twigs of dried arkar, &., fixed rouni the trays 
apoh which the Cashmere Worms will of their 
own accord creep when they are ready to spin. 

‘The Bengal spinning trays will be found the 
best, as the worm is allowed a definite space to 
spin ‘its Cocoon in, and ¢o it is foreed to make a 
compact Cocoon, and thus economizes its Silk. 
Among the twigs many of the worms get, into a 
large space and spina large and thin Cocoon, 
which does not reel so well as a small and compact 
one. 


































The mothe shonld be placed ou stele of paper or pom of 
oth, in order tha the oggs tay ba easily cllected, 
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It must be remembered that, in any ease, if the 
worms are too crowded during spinning time, 
they often spin double Cocoons, that is, two 
worms spin into one Cocoon, which not being 
soinposed of one thread is not reclable, 

CHINA SILK-WORM. 

This is amaller than the Cashmere Worm and 
differently marked. From the time of hatching 
to the time of spinning, during the rains, it took 
weventeen days. 

It is to Le treated in the same way as the other. 
In Bengal duriug the first stage, the China Silk- 
worms are fud on leayee cut up into thin strips hy 
meava of a knite, and they are kept up to their 
first change of skia in shallow earthen pans 
(gumlehs). They are regularly fed four times in 
the day and twice at night, and not touched till 
they change their first skin, when whole leaves 





The old leaves and exerements are ofly changed 
at each moult, 

The eggs of the China Worm adhere to the 
object on which they are laid, and therefore the 
female moths after pairing must be placod on 
sheets of paper a little distance from each other. 
The eggs of this worm will hatch again in about 
eight or nine days after they are laid. 

In Bengal it gives about seven crops in the, 
year, 

Temperature has* great influence in retarding 
or accelerating'the period of its existence. Thoso 
that hatched in June took seventeen days, and 
those that hatched in November took fifty-one 
days to go through all their changes. 

The above is intended only to give some idea 
of rearing Silk-worm, but those who wish to leara 
more about them can easily obtain asmall quantity

Bowing of American Cotton Seed. 


Spasow.—In Dharwar the average fall of rain 
in the Cotton Districts varies from 25 to 30 
inches, It begins in June and the weight of the 
south-west monsoon is over about {Ife middle of 
‘August In September, October, and. the first« 
halt of November there are occasional heavy falls 
belonging to the Madras Monsoon, 





All Cotton, both New Orleaus and Native, is 
sownin August at the time that the ground, after 
aving been thoroughly soaked, has Lecome partly 
dried at the surfwe? ‘The ground is amply moist 
without being so wet as to rot thesced. Frequent 
hot sammy days during this mouth tend to promote 
germination, and about three months more re= 
mam, during which rain falls from time to time. 
About the hegmning of October a strong dry 
cutting cast wind sets in, and ontil the middle of 
November oceasional heavy thunder strms, and 
days of moit, west and southerly winds intervene. 


After the latter period the dy east wind 
ustully contimues stewhly mght and day till the 
month of Jammy. ‘The plant begins to flower 

uly the cud of December, and picking begins

Cusrivation.—The preparation of the land 
adapted fur the Nutive Cotton will usually 
answer for the American variety, but particular 
attention must be paid to the eradication of weeds 
and grass. 

The New Orleans Seed is woolly and without 
some preparation it will not run freely through 
the duill. The method adopted by the cultiva. 
tors here is to rub it with thcir hands on the 
ground in a mixture of cowdung and, water, after 
this it is sown with the drill as usual with other 
seeds, . 

About the second month, after sowing the 
drills are hoed or scraped, this is done with the 
asual implement drawn by two bullocks, it 
Joorens the earth on bath sides of each of 
plants, and also removes weeds and grass. ‘The 
operation is repeated twioe (or it may de oftener) 
at intervals of about a fortnight. =
